| It is not our intention to disparage the labor of 


tedious passage of the T'yrian packet, we are just 
now in the receipt of numerous files of Colonial 
papers, with dates as far back as December and 
reaching to the 28th ultimo. From the variety of 
the budget, we had expected to glean plentifully 
of the “ interesting,” but, to our disappointment, 
we have travelled over much barren ground. We 
votice, however, with much pleasure that the con- 
duct of the laborers, in general, is represented b 

far more favorably than otherwise, much to their 
credit and, of course, to the advantage of all parties, 
What a contrast to the present state of Barbados, 
to meditate on the causes and effects of which is 
truly melancholy, since the remedies applied are 
apparently worse than the disease, Of one thing 
only are we certainly assured, to which may rea- 
sonably be assigned, in a great measure, the exist- 
ing state of affairs—the want of unanimity in the 
movements of the proprietory body. We dv not 
presume to put forth this observation unsupported 
by some authority, and that, too, derived from 


} sources of information whose credibility are unim- 


peachable ; and their interests, which are consi- 
derable, alike involyed in the common issue of 
events. Indeed, while communicating their own 
sentiments on the subject, there is evidently an 
indecisive manner of expression which betrays a 
want of confidence, and ostensibly. points out the 
utter inutility of individual action—which .seem# 
to say the system is defective, it is irremediable, 
because there is no head to the body. We say 
that this prevailing apathy has insensibly brought 
upon the landed interest much of the burthen 
hitherto cumbering it, and the consequent losses 2 
under which it is laboring, but in vain to disen 


‚itself. Other causes, too, have combined in pro- 


ducing the disadvantageous results; the principal 
among which is, the evil advice, both overtly and 
secretly, disseminated by those emissiries whose 
subsistence depends un sowing the seeds of discord, 
and whose profits are in exact proportion to the 
extent of their labors. But here again the want 
of resolution has been most culpably manifested. 
In tacitly permitting the encroachments of the 
enemy, his right to do mischief has been acknow- 
ledged, nay supported, by many, while assiduously” 
engaged in accomplishing their ruin. Andis it 
too late to rise out of surrounding diffiealties, 
however accumulated?

GEURGIA AND MAINE. | 


We alluded on Saturday to the serioits course 
into which the difficulty between Georgia and 
Maine had fallen. We find in the Milledgeville 
Journal the following copy of the report made by 
the joint committee of the Georgia legislature on 


| the ov pe together with a notice of the provi- 


sions of the bill which accompanied it : 

The committee to whom was referred so much 
of the Governor’s message as relates to the con- 
troversy between this state and Maine, and the 
persistence of the latter in a refusal to deliver up 
to the authorities of this state Daniel Philbrook, 
and Edward Kelleran, fuguives from its justice, 
in reporting upon the same, deem it unnecessary 
by a detailed review, to give a recapitulated hıs- 
tory of the facts connected therewith, either for 
the purpose of imparting information upon the 
subject, or justifying the course they think proper 
to recommend. The cause of the difficulty, and 
its nature and circumetances, they believe, are ve- 
ry generally and fully understood. A sufficient 
forbearance has already been shown by this state. 
Tho argument is clearly exhausted, and it now 
becomes our duty to act, and to adopt such mea. 
sures as will protect the right of the citizen, and 
vindicate the true dignity and character of the 
state. 
T'o this end, the committee reported a bill, which 
enacts (for reasons contained in the report), that 
the people, citizens, and inhabitants of the state 
of Maine, and persons hereafter coming into this 


State from any district or port of Maine, either 


as seamen, mariners, or in any other character, 
shall be deemed, held, and considered as the prh- 
lic enemies of this State, and their persons shall 
be liable to be seized aad treated us such, and their 
property to be found within this State, both real 
aud personal, shall be subject to confiscation.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


(From the Spectator, December 21.) 


Stagnation of trade, now general throughout the 
country, tells fearfully on the condition of that im- 
mense multitude whose daily labour must furnish 
daily bread. In some manufacturing districts the 
petitioners for food form a large proportion of the 
entire-population, and streets and roads are crowd- 
ed with unemployed paupers. Fortunate are 
those permitted to earn a few shillings weekly at 
road-making, though the habits formed on their 
previous occupations render the work most irk- 
some, and unwonted exposure to cold and wet will

hasten numbers to premature graves. We read | 


of thousands dismissed from faetoties in the same 


town at the same time—their employers stopping | 


the manufacture of unsaleable articles. too 
many instances ee is the reason for dis- 
missing the workpeople ; who have now bitter 
experience, that on the employer's profitable. em- 
ployment of his capital their owR means of sub- 
sistence depend, and that nn masters may 
suffer curtailment of luxuries Ad comfort, the 
operatives, who live from “handito mouth,” are 
the first-whom absolute distress want of food and 
raiment—reuches. 

Let it not-be supposed that suffering is confined 
to commercial and rn distriets, The 
agricultural laborers complain of the inadequate 
proportion of wages to the cost of bread and other 
necessaries. This week,a Middlesex Magistrate, 
whose kindly feelings had been hurt by many re- 
citals of distress from peusänts Sümmoned to pay 

oor-rates, because earning 5» to 12s a week and 
raving fewer than four children themselves, de- 
clared “it was a disgrace to the agricultural in- 
terest that wages should be reduced to so low a 
rate; and he “asked publicly, whether it was 
proper for farmers, at such atime as this, when 
bread is at so high a price, to pay so little for la- 
bour.” Another Magistrate said, “it was an aw- 
ful state of things, and he feared it would be 
worse yet.” Of laws regulating wages these 
worthy Justices are ignorant enough, but they 
know the condition of the agricultural laborers in 
the Metropolitan county. 

In connexion with fhe general physical deterio- 
ration, an increase of crime 19 observed and la- 
mented. It.is stated that im Worcester County 
Gaol, there are now 240 prisoners—a larger num- 
ber than ever were there at once before. At last 
Assizes, the Judges on circuit deplored the amount 
of criminal business; and there wayld more like- 
ly be an inerease than a diminution of crimes in 
the dark winter months. 

The following extracts from different country 
papers describe the state of trade, and the misery 
of the working classes in some of the principal 
towns in England. : | 


LEwos.— Trade in almost all its branches con- 
tinues in a depressed state, and the commercial 
world resounds with complaints of embarrass- 
ments and loss. This is a melancholy state of 
things to contemplate ; but we trust that with the 
new year better prospects will open upon the 
merchant and manufscturer, and that the pros- 
perity of 1840 will indemnify them for the losses 
of 1839.— Leeds Intelligencer.- 


Bo.ron.—All the mills, except five, are work- 
ing short time, three to four days a week. South 
of Bolton, four miles, a large spinning establish- 
ment which gave employment to 800 hands, has 
been entirely stopped for six months. The pro- 


prietor has 126 cottages empty, or paying no rent. 


Iintering Bolton from Manchester, there is ano- 
ther mill, where there are 200 hands, but which 
has entirely stopped for more than twelve months. 
North of Bolton another spinning establishment 
has been entirely standing some weeks, on which 
1100 persons were dependent for subsistence. 
The consequent misery and destitution are ex- 
treme. A few days ago 500 persons were reliev- 
ed by the Poor-law Guardians in one day, in 
amounts varying from 6d. to Is. 6d. per head per 
week. In some cases there are two or three fa- 
milies living in one house. In one case seven. 
teen persons were found in a dwelling less than 
five u Square. In. ight persons with 

Z ‘Of loomis and two béds, were found ina 
eellar, six feet under ground,and measuring about 
four, yards by five. The ott-door relief to the 
poor is three times greater in amount than in the 
average of three years, 1836, 1837, and 1838. It 
is impossible to convey by vords even a faint 
idea of the patient suffering of thousands of the 
labouring classes. The debtsof shopkeepers and 
the unpaid house-rents will amount to many thou- 
sands during the present year, and distraints for 
rents are taking place daily. The distress in all 
the manufacturing towns in this district is pro- 
bably as deep as it is in Bolton. Nor is it con- 
fined to Lancashire.— Manchester Times. 


Beaprorn.--The operatives of this once flou- 
rishing town are at present in such a state of dis- 
tress that the oldest inhabitants declare they can : 
recollect nothing to equal it. Woolcombers, weav- 
ers, &c., are in a state of actual * pination.’” 
Stout healthy young men may be seen standing in 
groups in the streets, having little or no work ei- 
ther for their hands or their jaws ; whilst others, 
from fear of actual starvation, are working for a 
paltry thirteenpence per day. The following is 
from undoubted authority. A woolcomber resid- 
ing in this town, who has a wife and four children, 
had been partially employed until about three 
weeks ago, when he wus oidered to carry in his 
combs, and has had no worksince. They have 
lived since that time on one meal per day, and that 
by running into debt ; but the shopkeeper has stop- 
ped, being unable to see prospect of pryment. 
Our informant states that he has actually seen, 
during the present week, the children of this poor 
man eating the potato-parings off the dunghill, 
which his more fortunate neighbours had thrown
